INSANE ASYLUM.— We are indebted 

to Dr Grissom for a copy of his an- 

bual (the tweutieth) report of the 
operations of the I stitution. 

It appears that the total number of. 
admissions since the opening of the 
Asylum onthe 22nd of February, 
1856, is 112%. The total number of 
discharges for the same period is S50, 
of whom 291 were cured, 108 im- 
preved, 177 unimproved, and 54 
died, leaving now under treatment 
219. The whole number under treat- 
ment for the last year was 146 males 
and 143 females, of whom 40 were 
discharged; of which 16 were curec; 
5 improved 4 unimproved, 14 died, 
and one was vot insane. Io this 
number the percentage of recoveries 
was 5; of improved; 2; of unim- 
proved 2 ; and of deaths 4 . 

Since the opening of the Institu- 
ticn, the cures upon admission have 
been per cent The deaths upon 
the number under treatment have 
been 26 per cent forthe period of 
twenty veurs. 

Atxnnother time we will give fare 
ther extracts from this valuable re= 
port. One serious embarrassment to 
the usefulness Of the institution 19 
about being removed by the ereciion 
of the Weatern Asylum at Morgan- 
ton and Dr. Girissom only refers to 
the troubles of the past whilst grate- 
fully expressing his satisfaction at 
the ample provision to be enjoyed at 
no distant days.

Mr. Borden, of Goldsboro, has it 
in contemplation to erect @ cotton | 
factory near that place, if snfticient 
water power can he obtained. We 
think the success of the factory at 
Wilmington, run by steam, demmor- 
strates the fact that steam is as cheap 
and efficient as water, and while 
there isa super abundance of nnem- 
ployed water power in the State, 1's 
use should not be considered indis- 
pensable to profitable work. There 
are many points where cotton fac- 
tories could be advantageously situ- 
ated in reference to purchase of raw | 
material, and facilities for the ship- 
ment of goods where good water is 
unattainable, asforinstance in Golds- 
boro or Raleigh. Yet other advan- 
tages are so great, that steam could 
be economically applied and profit- 
ably employed. 

With every factory South paying 
not less than 20 per cent., frequently 
more, itis rather astonishing that 
Southern enterprise is so backward 
in taking hold of the question in- 
stead of making investments in loans 
or stocks which are not so profitable,

GEOLOGICALSURVEY. 
We have received Prof. Kerr’s re- : 
port of the Geological Survey of 
North Carolina, made to the Legis- 
lature and just published by the 
State Printer. We shall make a 
more deliberate examination of the 
work before passing an opinion up- 
on its merits. We see enough how- 
ever to authorize the assertion, that 
it will prove of great value as giving 
to the world a mest minute and ac- 
curate sketch of the wonderful ag- 
ricultural and mineral resources of 
the State.

It hasbeen asserted that North 
Carolina, while containing a greater 
variety of metals and minerals than 
almost any otber State, had none in 
sufficient quantities to sustain the 
iarge employment of capital. The 
work of Prof. Kerr shows, that in 
iron at jeast. the Cranberry mine, 
the Chapel Hil] mine, the Guilford 
belt, and some others are practica- 
bly inexbaustible, and the prodne- 
tion of exceptionally fine character. 
And to the latter point, the atten- 
tion of Foreign and Northern man- 
nfacturers is being drawn. 


Tur Richmond Dispatch, in the | 
course of certain comments upon the 
opposition to Tom Scott’s Southern 
Pacific Rail Road scheme, draws in- 
ferences from that opposition which | 
the position of the opposition does 
not warrant. It is not hostility to the 
introdvction or use of northern 
capital that they oppose. On the 
coutrary they welcome every cent of 
it. There is room and nse for it al). 
We would not object to see the 
whole current of it set in upon the 
South with an overwhelming tide. 
There is use for it every where, and 
there is profit in it too. We care not 
if the main profits go to northern 
capitalists. The incidental advant- 
ages of its use among us will be snf.- 
ficiently remunerative. If that capital 
gives us rail roads, opens up our 
wines, dots the country with factor- 
ies, it is of small consequence if 
nortLern men are enriched by them. 
We will be enriched likewise in the 
increased value of lands, in the crea- 
tion of interior, certain markets for 
agricultural prodnets, and in increas- 
ed population. We welcome north- 
ern men and northern capital, 

But the capital that Scott asks 
for is government funds equally the 
property of the South and the North; 
of the South, which he proposes to 
make contribute to its own ruin and 


are attracting attention not only 
from the vastness of the interests 
involved, but froin the inexorable 
rigidity with which justice is meted 
out to the criminals. All the par- 
ties have stood high in executive 
favor. They have been encouraged, 
favored and protected. They have 
operated with snch perfect immuni- 
ty from the consequences of crime, 
that they parted with all modesty 
and all fear. They pursued their 
nefarious system until they robbed 
the Treasury of many millions, di-

Turpentine as a Disintectant. 
We the followtng matterof in- 
formation, peculiarly applieable to

Anoth- 
er instance is given in which turpen- 
tine was used with good results.— 
During the American war the soldiers 
of the Confederate States suffered se- 
verely from fever, and the Surgeon- 
(ieneral, not being able to procure 
quinine, tried the effect of applying 
bands of cloth steeped in turpentine 
aud worn around the body. ‘This 
was found to be very efficient in sub- 
duing the paroxyisms of ague, and it 
isevident that turpentine has some 
great power, both as a disinfectant 
and a soother of malarious fevers.

from a fine editorial in the Kew York 
World, which says: 

But it was as a Virginian, first, 
last and always, that Stonewall Jack- 
son had earned bis peculiar fame. He 
was not a Secessionist, he was not 
even a Southern man in the ordinary 
sense of these terms He wassimply 
a born and devout believer in the 


. vital necessity to the liberties of his 


people, of preserving intact those 
principles of State sovereignty of 
which Virginia, by ber ancient rank 
amoug American common wealths 
and by the eminent share which she 
had taken, first in making the Ameri- 
ean Union possible, and then in 
establishing it, may well be r- 
doved for regarding himself as held 
and bound to be the fearless and 
uncompromising champion aud «de- 
fender. His political faith was the 
ground work of his fame as a Cap- 
tain. He belongs, like Gustavus 
Adolphus, and Hampden and Falk- 
land, to the roll of honor, bright 
though brief, on which are inscribed 
the names of men who have taken 
the sword and died by the sword, 
not for glory nor for conquest, but for 
what they in their hearts believed to 
be their highest duty as men. Sure- 
ly the time has come—and as surely 
it is a great and blessed thing for the 
American people that the time should 
bave come within ten short years 
only from the close of our deadly in- 
ternecine conflict—when the voice of 
Virginia, rendering homage to this 
hero of duty, not because he died for 
Virginia, simply, but because he died 
for what he believed to be his duty 
to Virginia, ean find its way to the 
hearts of all Americans, and touch 
the sympathetic chord of a pure aud 
patriotic pride in them all.
